On the evening of July 3, 
three local groups took up 
jour Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partments challenge to a 
beer keg tug-o-war. Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue, 
Sieira Madre Swimm i n g 
Pool .Staff and the CLIMB 
group all mustered teams 
for the occasion. All were 
eager to man a hose and 
suffer the wet consequence 
of a water tug-o-war. 

For those of you who 
could not attend. I'll try to 
describe the events of the 
evening. A beer keg tug-o- 
war is a 25-gallon steel beer 
keg (empty) suspended from 
a taught cable about 12 feet 
above the heads of two 
competing teams. Two teams 
of four or five men or wo¬ 
men oppose each other with 
charged 114 inch hoses. 
Each ho.se has a straight 
nozzle attached. Both hoses 
a* connected to a “Y” valve 
to assure equal pressure, and 
a supnfy line it attached to 
a street hydrant. 

With the beer keg cen¬ 
tered between each team the 
judge gives the safety offi¬ 
cer a go and he opens a 
common valve and the fun 
begins. By directing the hose 
stream at the near end cf 
the beer keg each team trys 
to shove the keg along the 
cable into the oppos i n g 
team’s zone, or all the way 
to the supporting tripods. 
If the keg is not moved ail 
the way to the tripods a 
two minute time limit is 
called. At the end of the two 
minutes, whichever team has 
the keg in the opponent’s 
zone wins. 

With everything set up and 
all challengers chomping at 
the bit.;. Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team No. 1 and 
the Sierra Madre Swimming 
Pool Team No. 1 put on 
helmets and eyes protection 
and faced-off, hoses in hand. 
Line judge David Wright, 
Assistant City Administra¬ 
tor, raised his hand, was a.-=- 
sured everyone was ready 
and started the water flow¬ 
ing with “On your mark, get 
set, go!” As each team ad¬ 
vanced and retreated their 
liose, the beer keg moved 
back and forth along the 
cable. The winning team had 
to take two rounds out of 
three to move into the finals. 
Afier each round the teams 
changed sides as Mariposa 
drops off slight ly to the

Since 1917 Sierra Madre 
has won; 1 Design award. 20 
first place for cities awards, 
6 second place and 2 third 
place awards for that cate 
gory, 2 Red Rose awards, and 
1 Founder’s Tropliy.

Condominium 
Ordinance 
975 Passed 

Much controvery and a 
discussion period that lasted 
over an hour, brouglit forth 
the passage of the Condo¬ 
minium (Construction and 
Condominium Convers i o n 
Ordinance No. 975. 

Due to the previou.s con¬ 
troversy, two versions of the 
Ordinance were presented, 
tliey being titled Odinance 
'J75 and 97G. The only dif- 
terence in the two Ordi¬ 
nances was that Ordinance 
97G contained a $500 reim¬ 
bursement cost for moxdng 
of tenants plus counseling to 
tenants aged 63, handicap¬ 
ped or disabled and the 
maximum $.500 reimburse - 
ment to all tenants for mov¬ 
ing expenses within Los An¬ 
geles County. Ordinance No. 
975 provided no such as¬ 
sistance. 

Either Ordinance, being an 
Urgency Ordinance, requi’’ed 
a fourth-fifths vote or at 
least 4 to 1 fo passage. Coun- 
cilwoman Elaine Rudolph, 
.joined by Mayor Chari e s 
Corp opposed any allowance, 
claiming it would put the 
.unit costs out of reach of 
low-income families. Council- 
men Edwards, Bartolai and 
Griffin pointed out that even 
II ever;/ tenant could qualify 
in a ten unit complex, the 
moving expense would only 
amount to $5,000 to the de¬ 
veloper. Tlie y pointed out 
this would be a very minor 
expense to a developer who 
would pmbably reaping a 
vciy large preJit margin. 

Cirdinance No. 975 by mo¬ 
tion and second was then 
adopted by a 5 to 0 vote and 
becomes law immediately.

SIERRA MESA SCHOOL 
BUILT IN YEARS 53-54 


Monday, July 14, was the 
Public Hearing before the 
Advisory Committee to Re¬ 
view Real Property for the 
Pasadena Unified Sch o o 1 
District to obtain input from 
thf General Public as to 
what sho-uld be done with 
the School Property known 
as SieiTa Mesa. 

Although no definite deter¬ 
mination was made at thar 
meeting the .Advisory Board 
will make its recommenda¬ 
tions to the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District Board in 
the months aho ad. The 
School Board announced in 
the spring that they were 
closing tile Sierra Mesa 
School at the end of this 
year. 

Much conversation has 
been held as to exactly who 
owns the ground and build¬ 
ings, and very little has been 
concrete. Many persons have 
worked on the project over 
the past three years. The 
fate of the Sierra Mesa 
School now rests in the 
hands of the School Board 
who will make their final 
decision. 


For the newcomers, wc 
have searched the tiles and 
come up with the true story 
of how the Sierra Mesa 
School came into existence 
It was the decision of many 
in the community that Sier- 
I a Madre needed a second 
school, and it was arranged 
that a Bond Issue be present¬ 
ed to the people for the 
building of that s c h o o I. 
Shown on this page is the 
Arichtect's conception of the 
new school as it was going 
to be presented to the voters. 
Tlie picture was published in 
April of 1953. 

A bond election to raise 
$242,000 in General Obliga¬ 
tion Bonds was arranged 
and the election was held 
or. May .5, 1953. Headlines in 
the Sierra Madre News on 
May 7. 1953 stated . . . Voter.s 
Give Big Okay To School 
Bonds . . . sub-head stated; 
Community Favors Second 
School In Ratio More Than 
Five To One .... and the 
.story goes on . . . 

“Sierra Mudraiis went to 
the polls last Tuesday to 
give an enthusiastic ap¬ 


proval of the $242,0(X) school 
bend issue by more than a 
five-ot-one affirmative vote 
that was far beyond tlie two- 
thirds majority needed. 

In a total vote of 1582, 
1340 ballots were marked in 
favor of providing the funds 
necessary in the purchase of 
a new school site at Canon 
and Highland and the build¬ 
ing of the first units of a 
new elementary school. Two 
ballots were declared void by 
election officials, leaving a 
balance of only 240 votes In > 
opposition. 

“First accommodations will 
provide for eight classrooms 
and a kindergarten, with a 
portable food system stem¬ 
ming from the present City 
School cafeteria whereby stu¬ 
dents in the new .units may 
be served hot meals. 

“Later, plans call for other 
units plus a multi-purpose 
structure that can be useil 
for cafeteria, auditor! u ni, 
and recreational purposes. A 
driveway also will be in¬ 
cluded to provide an ofl- 
street parking zone and a 
bus-stop zone.

California I.D. Card Available 


Not having a California 
driveri-s license is no reason 
to have an identity crisis 
every time you try to casii 
a check. 

Althoiijgh driving a vehicle 
and cashing a check have 
nothing in common, the 
California driver’s license 
has become the most com¬ 
monly used document to 
verify identity for check- 
cashing purposes.

The senior citizen card 
i.s distin.guished from the 
regular ID card only in that 
it has “senior dtizen” print¬ 
ed on it. 

The same type of birth¬ 
day documentation required 
for a driver’s license is also 
required for an identification 
card: a birth certificate, na- 
tualization papers, or a for¬ 
mer driver’s license will suf¬ 
fice. 

Unlike the driver’s license, 
there are no age restriction.s 
for receiving an ID card. 

With the removal of age 
restrictions in 1976, the ID 
card has become a popular 
document for parents of 
young children.

Your costs to insure your employees could take an¬ 
other big hike next year, depending on what you rto today! 
Write and urge your legislators to oppose SB 375 (Greene i 
unless important amendments are made. 

SB 375 in its present form could cost you as much as 
13 per cent more for workers’ compensation insurance. 
For example, if you now pay $200 per year per employee, 
SB 375 would increa.so that premium to $226 per employee. 
For a small firm with 10 employees, that is an increase 
of $260 a year. Premiums may be higher as determined 
by the t>pe of business. 

SB 375 would increase the injured worker’s niaximum 
disability benefit from $154 to $280 per week (this is a dis¬ 
incentive for anyone to go back to work) and the death 
benefits from $55,000 to $200,000. It would create a new 
layer of bureaueracy, The bill fails to deal with excessively 
liberal awards which make California’s law' the most liberal 

in the nation. ... 

Employers reco.gnize tliat temporary di.sability and 
death benefits have not changed since 1977 and the per¬ 
manent di.sability benefit was last changed in 1972. Al¬ 
though some increa.so is justified to keep pace with (X)sts, 
the California Legislature, since 1975, has increased bene¬ 
fits four times and has refused to do anything about 
costly abuses in the program. 

$709 Spending In Wings 

Twenty-seven separate spending proposals, amounting 
to $709 million for 1E80-81, avoided extinction June 3 with 
the failure of Projrosition 9. 

Each of the measures carried a provision making it 
inoperative if Proposition 9 was approved, according to a 
Department of Finance compilation requested by state Sen¬ 
ator Newton Russell: 

Proposition 4 Delayed 

Lc’gislation to implement Proposition 4 spending limits 
has boon sidetracked while the legislature works on its 
budget bill. SB 1352 (.Marks) had previously been pro- 
CKH'ding smoothly. This causes siieculation that the legis¬ 
lature is deferring action on interpreting Proposition 4 
until it has adopted its own budget in order to bend 
Propostion 4 rules to fit what the state wants to spend. 

The Chambers continues to oppose SB 1352, but will 
go neutral if the bill is amended to: 1 ) increase the time 
period for public review of the spending limits from seven 
to 15 days, and 2 ) prohibit inclusion of fees below the 
cost of providing services within the spe.ncfing limts.
